W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Eighth and Ninth Preamble. 
Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled 
“ An Act to enable Her Majesty to endow new Colleges 
“ for the Advancement of Learning in Ireland and under the Pro- 
5 visions of the said Act Charters have been granted to those Colleges, 
called respectively the Queen’s Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and 
Galway : And whereas, for the better Teaching of Medicine and 
Surgery in the said Colleges, it is expedient that the Medical Students 
thereof should, under certain Regulations, have access to Hospitals in 
10 the Cities and Towns where such Colleges are established, and attend 
[Bill 33.] A the 
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the Practice of the said Hospitals and the Clinical Lectures to be 
delivered therein by the Medical Officers of such Hospitals: And 
whereas it is expedient, with the Consent of the Ratepayers of the 
Unions where the said Colleges are situated, that such Modifications
